10.—Delegates 


were slow in assembling to-night but the 
gallflies ,ui d portions of the floor allotted 
to the general public were packed by 
seven o'clock, and fully 3,000 people ou 
tho outside clamored m vain for admis- 
sion. At about eight o'clock many ol 
the delegations arrived in a body and tho 
old war horses were greeted with the 
same enthusiasm which has marked the 
opening of each session. There were 
upwards of 30,000 people on tbo .streets 
outside of the Exposition building eager 
to obtain Information respecting the pro- 
ceedings.

A Telegram reporter paid a yisi 


to Mr. Tilden on Thursday and was 
shown into his room on the groom 
floor at the rear of the house There 
was a table in the center litterec 
with papers, pamphlets, and books 
easy chairs and lounges around Mr 
Tilden rose slowly from hia chair as 
his visitor approached, and, withou 
uttering a word, extended his artn 
mechanically toward him arid shoo] 
hands. His hand was soft,1 cold anc 
clammy, and felt like a dead man'

He was dressed in a white hnen 


coat, white tie, and light tweec 
pants, the latter sagging around hi 
shrunken limbs.
